Where is the man, or where is the 
woman that is truly come to Chriſt,

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of Religion, and have not taken notice 
of this in themſelves more or lefle : I 
wiſh they have gone beyond a legall 
Profeſſor, or one ſtill under the Co- 
nant of works.

Andthoughar laſt by means of con- 
ferring with M.Thomas Hooker in pri-

And aretherenot others(though 1 
hope but few)who being enlightned to 
{ce their miſery,by ws be of the guilr 
of fin,though not byreaſon of the filth 
of ſin: And hearing of juſtification 
freely by grace, through the redemp-

ſtrict profeſſor according to the Law 
whilſt he hath ſtriven to reduce the

Ant. Then Sir, it ſeems that the Promiſes 
and threatnings contained in the old Telta- 
ment , were but temporarie and terreſtriall, 
only concerning the good and evill things of 
this life. 

Evan. This we are to know, that like as 
the Lord by his Prophets gave the people in 
the old Teſtament many exhortations to be 
obedient ro his Commandements, and ma- 
ny dehortations from diſobecience there- 


- unto, even ſ{o did he back them with ma- 


ny promiſes and threatnings concerning 
things temporal], as theſe, and rhe like Scrip- 
tures do witneile, 1/a. 1. 10. Hear the word 
of the Lord yee Rylers of Sodom, give ear 
unto the Law of onr God, yee people of Go- 
worrah ? If ye be willing and obedient, ye ſhall 
eat the good things of the Land ; but if yee 
refuſe andrebell;ye ſhall be devoured with the 
Sword for the month of the Lord hath ſpoken 
it. And fer.7. 3. Amend your wayes aud 
your doings, and 1 will cauſe you to dwell in 
ths place: But yee ſteal, murder, commit a+ 
dultery and ſwear falſly by my Name  there- 


fore 
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fore thut ſaith the Lord G O D, behold mine Ve 20: 


anger and my fury ſhall be powred out upon 
thy place. And ſurely there be two reaſons 
why the Lord did fo : Firſt, becauſe as all 
men are born under the Covenant of works. 
they are naturally prone to conceive , that 
the favour of God, and all good things doe 
depend and follow upon their obedience to 
the Law ; and that the wrath of GOD, 
and all evill things, doe depend upon, and 
follow their diſobedience ro it ; And that 
mans chicfe happineſke is ro bee had and 
found in terreſiriall Paradiſe, even in the 
good things of this life. So the people of 
the Old Teſtament being neereſt re Adams 
Covenant and Paradiſe , were moſt prone 
to ſuch conceits. And ſecondly , becauſc 
the Covenant of Grace, and Celeſtiall Para- 
diſe, were bur little mentioned in che Old 
Teſtament, they, for the molt pare, had bur 
a glimnering knowledge of them, and fo 
could not yeeld obedience freely, as ſonnes : 
Therefore the Lord faw it meet to move 
them to yeeld obedience to his Laws, by 
their own motives, and as ſervants or chil- 
dren under age. 

Ant. And were both belcevers and un- 
beleevers, that is, ſuch as were under the 
Covenant of Grace, and ſnach as were un- 
der the Covenant of Workes, equally 
and 
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and alike ſabje&, as well to have the cala- 
wities of this life inflited upon them for 
their diſobedience, as the bleflings of this 
life conferred upon them for their obedi- 

ence e 
Evan, Surcly the words of the Preacher 
Fecl-9.2. doe take place here, when hee ſaith 5 Ai 
things come alike to all, there us one event to 
Num 20:1. Fhe righteoms; and to the wicked. Were not 
2 Chron. 35. ALoſes and Aaron, for their diſobedience, 
21,22. hindred from entring into the Land of Ca- 
waar, as well as others? And was not fo- 
| fiah, for his diſobedience ro GODS com- 
Num-16. 46. mand flain in the valley of Jegidde ? 
Therefore aflure your ſelfe, that when be- 


leevers in the Old Teltament, did cranf- F 


orelſe Gods Commandments, Gods tem- 
porall wrath went out againſt them, and 
was manifeſt in temporall calamities that 
befell chem as well as others, only here was 
the difference , The belcevers remporall ca- 
lamities had no <rernal calamicies included 
in them, nor following of them, and their 
remporall blcflings had eternall bleſſings 
included in them , and tollowing of them.

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Ant, Then Sir , it ſcemerh char all obedi- 
ence, that any of the Jews did yceld ro Gods 
Commandements, was for fear of temporall 
punithment , and in hope of temmporall re- 
ward ? 

Evan. Surely the Scripture ſcems to hold 
forth , that there wererhree (cvcrall ſorts of 
people amongſt the Jews , who endeavoured 
to keep the law of God , and they didall ot 
them differ in their ends. 

The firſt ſort of chem, were truce belce- 
vers , Who according to the meaſnre of 
their faith, did beleeve the reſurrc&ion of 
' their bodies after death, and erernalllife in 
glory , and that it was to be obtained , not 
| by che workes of che Law , bur by taich in 
| the Meſſiah, or promiſed ſeed ; And anſwer- 
| ably as chey beleeved this , anſwerably they 

yeelded obedience to the Law trecly , wirch- 
| our feare of puniſhment, or hope of reward ; 
bur alas, the ſpirit of faith was very weake 
in the moſt of chem, and the ſpirit of bon- 
dage very ſtrong , and therefore they ſtood 
in need to be induced and conſtrained to 6- 
bedience,for fear of puniſhment, and hope of 
reward.

Sir , I having beene borne and 
brought up in a Country , where there was 
very little preaching, the Lord hee knoweth,

neſſe ; and yet becauſe I did often repeat 
the LORDS Prayer, the Apoſtles Creed, 
and the ten Commanerments, and in that I 
came ſometimes to Divine Service ( as 
they call it, ) and at Eaſter received the 
Communion , I thought my condition to 
bee good, bur at laſt, by meancs of hear- 
ing a zealous and godly Miniſter in this Cie 
ty, not long after my comming hither, I 
was convinced that my preſent condition 
was not good , and therefore I went tothe 
ame Miniſter, and told him what I thought 
of my fclfe'; fs. bee cold mee that I muſt 
frequent the hearing of Sermons, and keep 
the Sabbath very (triftly , and leave off 
{wearing by my Faith and Troth, and 
ſuch like Oathes, and beware of Lying , 
and all idle words, and communication ; 
yea, and ſaid hee, you mult ger good 
Books tro read on, as Maſter Dod on the 
Commandements, Mr. Boltoys direions 
for comfortable walking with God, Maſter 
Brisſleys true Watch,and ſuch like,and many 
ſuch like exhortations and diretions hee 
eave mee, the which I liked very well of, and 
therefore endeavoured my felfe to follow 
them,ſo I fell ro the hearing of the moſt god- 
ly, zealous, and powerfull Preachers that 
were 12 this City, and wrote their _— 
arter 
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afcer them, and when God gave me a Fa- 
mily 1 did pray with them ; and inſtructed 
them, and repeared Sermons to them, and 
ſpent the Lords day in publique and private 
exerciſes : And Icfr off my ſwearing and 
lying, and iole talking, and according to ex- 
hortation : in few words, I did fo reform 
my felt and my life, that whereas before I 
had been onely carefull ro performe the du- 
ties of the ſecond Table of the Law , and 
that ro the end I might gain favour and re- 
fpc& from civill honeſt men, and to aveid the 
penalties of mans law, or temporall paniſh- 
ment ;* now I was alſo carefull ro perform 
the duties required in the firſt Table of the 
Law, and thar to gain favour and reſpe&t 
from religious honeſt men, and to avoid the 
penalty of Gods Law, even eternall tor- 
ments in hell, Now when profeflors of Re- 
ligion obſerved this change in me, they caine 
ro my houſe, and gaveunto me the right hand 
of fellowihip, and counted me one of thar 
number , and then invited godly Miniſters 
to my table and made much of them, and 
then with rhar ſarne Afica mentioned in the 
Book of 7-dges. I was perſwaded the Lord 
world be merciful unto me becauſe 1 had gote 
tex a Levite tobe my Prieſt. In a word, I did 
now yceld (ach an outward obedience & con- 
formity ro both Tables of che Law, that all 
i; godly 
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zodly Miniſters , and Religious hozc!t men 
that knew me did chinke very well of mee, 
counting mee to bee 2 very honeft man, and 
agood Chriſtian, and indeed I thought to 
of my felfe, eſpecially becauſe I had cheir 
approbarion, and thus I went on bravely 
a great While, even untill I read 1n Maſtcr 
Boltoys Works, that the ourward righreouf- 
neſs of the Scribes and Phariſecs was fa-

ſo? orhath a debter any need to make any 
conſcience of paying that debc which is al- 
ready fully diſcharged by his ſurety? wil any 
man be afraid of that obligation whtch is 
made void, the ſral torn off, the wricing 
defaced,nay, not only cancelled and croſt, 
but torn in peeces?

that miniſtery, or that portion of Gods word 
which ſheweth him kis ſins, and ſearcheth our 
his moſt ſecret corruptiens,denying bis own rea= 
ſon and affedions,yea,zand his profits and plec= 
ſures in any thing when theL:7r ſhal require 
it of him, Q+4 Fourth= 
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Fouthly,this a man doth when he "makes 
the word of God to be his chief comfort in 
the time of his affliftions,finding it at that 
time to be the main ſtay and ſolace of his

them in their baptiſme ; and for as wy as 
they do often repeat the Lords prayer, the

ing good, to catch ſuch a ſoul that is thus 
at quiet in God tor he hath all fulneſſe in 
God, and what can be added to fulnes, but 
it runneth over? Indeed empty hearts like 
empty Hogſheads, are fic to receive any 
matter which (ball be put into them : but 
the heart of the beleever being filled with 
joy and peace in beleeving, doth obhorre 
all fuch baſe allarements, for that it hath 
no reom in ir {elf to receive any ſuch ſeem-
